This is submitted in response to the Official Action dated May 26, 2004. 

The Applicants acknowledge the requirement for election of species between a claimed 
chimeric protein that is an a4jSl integrin or a o2j84 integrin. 

The Applicants note that the Amendment filed on March 2, 2004 and received in the 
Patent Office on March 4, 2004 specifies that the a chain of the integrin is a4 or q2 and the 
chain is jSl. Thus, the Applicants respectfully submit that the 02)84 integrin referred to in the 
requirement for election of species is not, in fact, present in the claims as presently on the record. 
In that regard, the Applicants enclose a convenience copy of the claims as currently on the 
record. Clarification is accordingly respectfully requested. 

In the event that the requirement for election of species intended to require a selection 
among a4iSl and 02/31, the Applicants elect q2/31 integrin, without traverse.
